In looking over the work of the schools for the past year we 
cannot say that there has been in every school the full amount of 
benefit to the scholars that there ought to have been ; but, looking 
at the schools, as a whole, we do think that good work has been 
done, and that this year’s work compares favorably with that of 
previous years. ‘The record of attendance in nearly all of the 
schools has been an improvement upon that of last year. which is 
the more pleasing, because of the large number of absences 
caused by sickness. ‘The habit of punctual attendance, which is 
being formed, cannot be too highly estimated, and we hope that 
all the parents will assist in this work by seeing to it that no ab- 
sences shall be allowed on trivial excuses. 

The union of two schools at school house No. 5, lessen 
ing the cost per scholar one-fourth, has demonstrated its practi- 
bility, and also its advisability. ‘The scholars showed by their work 
that they had been benefited by the change, and it is hoped that, 
by further trial, still greater benefits may be attained. 

Our schools suffer much because of the changes in the corps 
of teachers that unavoidably occur each year. Another source 
of injury is a habit, practiced by few of the parents we hope, of 
discussing the merits, more often the demerits, of the teacher 
with, or in the presence of the scholars. When there is reason

for dissatisfaction with the teacher the harm to the scholar is only 
augmented by such action, and the effect upon the scholar is not 
sufficiently comprehended else there would be less such talk. 
If criticisms are necessary, let them be made to the school 
board and not in the scholars’ presence. 

We wish also to call attention to the necessity of more thorough 
work, believing that this word of caution is needed by the parents 
as well as by the scholars. ‘Teachers are often influenced by the 
strong desires of the parent as well as by those of the scholar to al- 
low a more rapid advance than is beneficial to the scholar. The 
comparatively few weeks of school during the year offer some ex- 
cuse for the anxiety shown, but the necessity for thorough work 
must not be lost sight of. Let the scholars be assisted and encour- 
aged in the home as well as in the school room, to do earnest, 
thorough work in their books, and the result will be a true and sure 
advance, though it may not be rapid, yet beneficial to them in the 
highest degree. 


Your attention is called to the new law concerning text books. 
LAWS JUNE SESSION, 1889. 

CHAP. 13, SEC. t. ‘“he school committee of every city and town 
shall purchase at the expense of such city or town, text books and 
other supplies used in the public schools; and said text books 
and supphes shall be loaned to the pupils of the said public 
schools free of charge, subject to such rules and and regulations 
as to care and custody, as the school committee may prescribe ; 
provided, that in purchasing the first supply of text books, under 
this act, the school committee may effect the change in the text 
books previously and then in use upon any subject. 


Sec. 2. Pupils supplied with text-books at the time of the 
passage of this act shall not be supplied with similar books by the 
committee until needed.
